Gentlemen : 


You referred to me on December 10 
the matter of the condition of two build- 
ings at 114 and 118 N. Washington Avenue 
for study and report. 


In such time as I have had available 
for inquiry into this situation, I have 
found no statutory authority nor is any- 
thing contained in any ordinance of the 
City to justify a condemnation or abate- 
ment of these buildings because of what 
would be best described as their unsightli- 
ness. There is no doubt that buildings 
might be nuisances and therefore condemned 
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by order of a municipal body for their 
owner’s failure to comply with municipal 
building codes and ordinances, but to be 
so condemned a building must be a nuisance 
in fact before it can be abated or con- 
demned as such without municipal liability 
for destruction or damages. 


Under the general police power of a 
city where such buildings are generally 
injurious to health, welfare or safety, they 
may be condemned, after proceedings in 
compliance with the law, but I have found 
no authority that would justify any ac- 
tion on the part of the City of Lansing 
to condemn these buildings or to attempt 
to compel the owner thereof to alter or 
change their .general appearance solely 
because they are unsightly and in fact may 
be said to be injurious to the value of 
neighborhood property. 


It is, therefore, my conclusion that 
nothing can be done under the circum- 
stances to aid in this situation.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE — 1952 


During the past year our several depart- 
ments of government experienced a busy 
year of public work. 


Although many improvements were com- 
pleted by the Public Service Department, 
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several projects which had been recom- 
mended failed to materialize. Among the 
street improvement projects which were 
started or completed last year are the 
widening of E. Mt. Hope Avenue, S. Grand 
Avenue and on Lenawee Street at the new 
Y.M.C.A. building. The Cedar Street Grade 
Separation has been started and will un- 
’ doubtedly be completed this summer. 


Nearly six miles of streets were surfaced 
with black top and twelve miles of curb 
and gutter was constructed. Considerable 
work was done on the rehabilitation of our 
streets, resurfacing has extended the life 
of many old pavements, but this type of 
work should be expanded while the old 
pavement can be used as a base for new 
surfacing. 


Our pavement widening program should 
be continued, Shiawassee Street should be 
widened and resurfaced from the M.C.R.R. 
tracks east to Pennsylvania Avenue, Kala- 
mazoo Street should be widened on the 
south side from Beech Street to the M.C.R.R. 
tracks. The new State Office building will 
increase the need for additional width on 
Allegan Street. This widening should ex- 
tend from Walnut Street to Logan Street. 
This project should be done so as to be 
completed together with the State building. 


Our sewer program should be continued 
on about the same scale as the past few 
years. Much storm sewer construction is 
needed in the south section of the city. 
Many of those streets cannot be improved 
until drainage is.completed. Over 514 miles 
of sewers were constructed during 1951. 


Cooperation with the State Highway De- 
partment has been excellent. Contracts 
have been awarded for the resurfacing and 
widening of N. Grand River Avenue, bridge 
to North Street. 


Bids have been received for the repaving 
and widening of Saginaw Street from Lo- 
gan Street west. This will be a long needed 
improvement for that section of the City. 


The completion of the S. Cedar Street 
improvement is expected this year. This 
involves the widening and repaving of that 
part of Cedar Street between Baker Street 
and-Mt. Hope Avenue. Present plans con- 
template the completion of the street im- 
provement at the time of opening of the 
new Cedar Street grade separation. 


Although we have made a good start on 
grade crossing elimination, there are other 
railroad crossings where separations should 
be constructed, E. Saginaw Street cross- 
ing of the M.C.R.R. should be considered 
as the possible site for the next step in 
this program. Surveys and plans should be 
made for the construction of a grade 
separation at this location. 


Logan Street between St. Joseph Street 
and Olds Avenue should be widened. Plans 
for this work have been completed, but as 
yet.no agreement has been reached with 
the State Highway Department regarding 
the time of construction of that part which 
is designated as a trunk line highway. 


As a result of the gas tax increase addi- 
tional funds will be available for improve- 
ment of trunk line routes and our major 
street system. This should be of con- 
siderable help in financing major improve- 
ments and expanding the resurfacing pro- 
gram. 


Plans for a parking structure are in 
progress and within the next 60 days will 
be at a point where the Council will be 
asked for suggestions or criticism and 
eventual approval. These plans should be 
completed so that contracts can be let 
when materials become available, possibly 
within the present year, Plans for financing 
this construction should be made so that 
funds will be available when building re- 
strictions are removed. 


The Capitol City Airport has been im- 


‘proved by the surfacing of the N.E.-S.W. 


runway. The work was done by city 
forces with the City contributing $45,000 
towards the cost of the project. This work, 
together with many other improvements 
made by the State Board of Aeronautics 
has increased the use of the Airport. One 
more runway still is without hard surfac- 
ing and consideration should be given to 
such a project. The use of the Airport 
has been continually increasing and im- 
provements of this kind are becoming a 
necessity. 


Our Water and Light Department experi- 
enced a good year’s work. The Ottawa 
Street power plant was completed. This 
modern plant is now capable of producing 
82,500 K.W. per hour. An all time peak 
load was recorded during last December. 
Eight new wells were drilled in the north- 
ern section of the City. Sufficient coal has 
been placed in the newly established stock 
pile which will reasonably care for any 
shortages which may exist. 


Our citizens approved, by an _ over- 
whelming majority, a six million dollar 


‘bond issue which will provide new facilities 


to care for the expanding demand for 
power. 


A new 40,000 K.W. unit is now on order 
to be installed at the Moores Park power 
plant. A friendly exchange of power lines 
was made with Consumers Power Company 
wherein we obtained the lines in the 
Everett District and released those in the 
Potterville area. Due to the shortage of 
materials,- particularly copper, the boule- 
vard lighting program for new installa- 
tions has been held up. Arrangements have 
been made with the Council and Park De- 
partment for locating a new electrical sub- 
station across the railroad from the new 
coord Motors jet parts manufacturing 
plant. 


I have been pleased with the support the 
Council has given the Cemetery and Park 
Board in its planning work to provide 
park and playground facilities for every 
section of the City. 


The purchase of land on Lyons Avenue 
in the Everett District which was made in

conjunction with the School Board is to 
be commended as an effort on the part of 
the Park Board and the Schoo] Board to 
cooperate in providing neighborhood recrea- 
tional and educational facilities without 
duplication of buildings, land and equip- 
ment. I consider this good team work for 
the benefit of the taxpayer, 


The purchase of Scott Woods in the 
southeast section will preserve this native 
wooded area and protect the banks of Syca- 
more Creek which runs the length of the 
property. The purchase of the land was 
recommended in the original City Plan in 
1922 and again in 1938 and the amended 
City Plan of 1942. 


The Citys’ parks, playfields, playgrounds 
and cemetery facilities are being gradually 
but consistently improved and we note in 
particular the work at Sycamore Ball Field 
where the new building is being put into 
use for the use of ice skaters; the trans- 
formation of the Congress Street Dump into 
a sightly and desirable park area; the im- 
provement of buildings and ground at the 
Zoo, at Hull Court, Reasoner Park, the six 
new tennis courts at St. Joseph Street 
Park and general improvement in all sec- 
tions. 


I would recommend that as soon as Fed- 
eral Building restrictions are modified, the 
City provide for the building of the Club 
House and storage building at the Groes- 
beck Golf Course and provide park shelters 
and facilities at a number of parks which 
are not presently served. 


New building in the City exceeded last 
year’s all-time high by approximately 10 
per cent. 1,450 permits were issued at an 
anticipated building cost of $14,800,000. New 
dwellings provided for 540 families. 


Our record for the past year on traffic 
control is good, although the traffic was 
exceedingly heavy. 


The Traffic Commission will be working 
on the following major projects during the 
coming year: 


1. Acquisition of additional off-street 
parking facilities ; 


2. Installation of parking meters in 
outlying business areas in conjunction with 
off-street parking lots ; 


8. Proposal of a one-way street system 
on a broader scope than previously pro- 
posed ; 


4, Reduction of accident hazards at high 
accident frequency intersections ; 


5. Continued efforts to relieve congestion 
through application of traffic engineering 
principles. 


The City Plan Commission approved 12 
new land plats last year. This exceeds by 


two the number approved the two previous’ 


years. 
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The Board of Appeals cleared 142 applica- 
tions. 


In view of the increased territory annexed 
to our City, additional personnel was needed 
in the Police and Fire Departments. Six 
men were added in each department. I 
would recommend planning for a new fire 
station in the south part of the City. 


Little progress was made toward pur- 
chase of the remaining needed properties 
in the Civic Center location. A last chance 
effort is now being made to agree on settle- 
ment with the owners, prior to condemna- 
tion proceedings to secure the property. 


Our City is losing much, not only in a 
financial way but in a civic betterment 
way for not having suitable public build- 
ings to properly care for the many local 
civic undertakings, as well as attracting 
new outside civic programs. 


The volume of business now being trans- 
mitted by the several departments of 
government would, in my opinion, warrant 
the establishment of a central purchasing 
department, and also a personnel depart- 
ment. I recommend full consideration of 
this matter during the budget meeting dis- 


cussions. 


An outstanding blood typing program 
was completed for our area under the 
direction of the State and Local Civil De- 
fense organizations. 


At the present time we have $400,000 in 
the Building Fund, approximately $800,000 
in the un-allocated post-war reserve fund, 
$114,000 in the Auditorium Land Purchase 
account and $120,000 in the parking meter 
account. 


Our public services, generally, have kept 
pace with the need of a growing community 
and the tax levy for public service ren- 
dered is now well below the comparative 
cost of other services. 


I want to thank the Council members, 


_ members of the boards and commissions 


and all of our employees for the good sup- 
port given in the interest of good govern- 
ment for our City. 


I also want to thank the press and radio 
for their good support for presenting the 
issues of government and community need 
to the people.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read a 


‘first and second time by its title, and re- 


ferred to the Committee on Ordinances. - 


An ordinance regulating the production 
and emission of smoke from any. chimney, 
smokestack or other source within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Lansing; regu- 
lating air pollution eaused by the escape 
of soot, cinders, noxious acids, fumes, gases, 
fly ash and dust within the City; creating 
an Air Pollution Control] Commission ; 
establishing an Appeal Board; and provid- 
ing fines and penalties for the violation of 
the provisions of this ordinance, and, re- 
pealin Ordinance No. 117 of the Ordin 
of the City of Lansing and all other ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith. 


Whereas, the excessive pollution of air 
within the corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing and the resultant effect upon the 
public health and welfare require the adop- 
tion of a comprehensive and integrated plan 
of air pollution control; and 


Whereas, in conjunction with the air 
pollution control program it is desirable to 
adopt appropriate regulations to reduce air 
pollution ; 


Now, therefore, be it Ordained by the 
City of Lansing: 4 


Section I. Definition of Terms. 


(a) Dense smoke, as used in this ordi- 
nance, shall mean that smoke which has 
a density of #2 or greater as established 
by the Ringlemann Chart, hereafter re- 
ferred to and adopt~ » 

{b) Ringlemann Cuart, as used in this 
ordinance, shall be that standard published 
by the United States Bureau of Mines to 
determine the density of smoke as herein- 
after set forth in full in Section 10 of this 
ordinance. 
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(c) Air pollution is the emission of 
harmful or obnoxious contaminants into 
the atmosphere, It includes pollutants that 
come from mines, mills, burning refuse 
piles, open hearth steel furnaces, smelters, 
oil refineries, incinerators, tanneries, soap 
factories, trains, boats, automobiles, and 
homes, and from plants that process foods 
or manufacture fertilizers, lard, varnish, 
acids, paper, paint and resin, glue, and 
chemicals. Man-made contaminants con- 
sist of particulate matter, gases and vapors. 
Particulate matter includes metallic oxides, 
sulfur trioxide, siliceous material, and other 
dusts, fumes, mists and fogs. Smoke from 
the incomplete combustion of burning coal 
earries with it ash particles, carbon and 
tar. Aerosols—fine solid or liquid particles 
suspended in air or gas for an extended 
period of time, such as smoke, fog or mist, 
reduce visibility and shut out’ sunlight. 
Gases and vapors include carbon monoxide, 
earbon dioxide, sulfur dioxide, hydrogen 
sulphide, oxides of nitrogen, hydrofiuoric 
acid, hydrochloric acid, amonia, organic 
selvents and other compounds. 


(d) ‘“‘Commission” as used in this ordi- 
nance shall mean Air Pollution Control 
Commission. 


(e) “Engineer” as used in this ordi- 
nance shall mean the person appointed by 
the Air Pollution Control Commission, who 
shall be in charge of enforcement of this 
ordinance. 


{£) ‘‘Appeal Board’ shall mean those 
referred to in Section 9 hereof. 


(g) “Person, Firm or Corporation” as 
used in this ordinance shall mean any indi- 
vidual, partnership, firms, associations, 
companies, corporations, syndicates, or 
other groups, or groups of organized or 
unorganized individuals who may employ, 
own, use or operate any fuel-consuming 
devices. 


Section II, Emission of Dense Smoke 
Prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to permit the emission of 
any smoke from any source whatever of 
density equal to or greater than that den- 
sity described es #2 on the Ringlemann 
Chart published by the United States Bureau 
of Mines, the standards of which are hereby 
fully adopted by the enactment of this 
ordinance and set forth in full in Section 
10 herein. The emission of such dense 
smoke is declared to be a public nuisance 
and may be summarily abated by the Com- 
mission or by anyone whom they may desig- 
nate for such purpose, provided, however, 
that this section shall not, be applicable to 
the circumstances set forth in Section 
three herein. 


Section III. Exceptions: Private Resi- 
dences—Period of rekindling fires. The pro- 
visions of Section II of this ordinance shall 
not be applicable. 
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{a) To private residences in which no 
more than two families are, or can be 
housed. To all other dwellings of whatever 
type, however, this ordinance shall be 
fully effective and applicable. 


(b) When a fire box, furnace, boiler, 
locomotive or other fuel consuming device 
is being cleaned out and a new fire is being 
built therein, in which event a smoke of 
a density greater than that described as 
#2 of the Ringlemann Chart shall be per- 
mitted for a period of not to exceed 10 
minutes of any. period of 60 minutes. 


Section IV. Escape of Soot, Cinders, Fly 
Ash, Noxious Acids, Fumes and Gases 
Prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to permit or cause the es- 
cape of such quantities of soot, cinders, 
fly ash, noxious acids, fimes and gases in 
such place or manner as to be detrimental to 
any person or to the public or to endanger 
the health, comfort and safety of any such 
person or of the public or in such manner 
as to cause or have a tendency to cause 
injury or damage to property or business. 
The escape of such matter is declared to be 


a public nuisance and may be summarily - 


abated by the Commission or by anyone 
whom they may designate for such purpose. 


Section V. For the purpose of enforce- 
ment of this ordinance there is hereby cre- 
ated the Air Pollution Control Commission, 
consisting of eight (8) free-holders, one to 
be appointed from each ward, not more 
than four (4) of whom shall belong to the 
same political party. The members now 
serving upon said Commission shall con- 
tinue to hold their respective office until 
the first Monday in May of 1952. On the 
first Monday in May, 1952, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, the Mayor, by and 
with the consent of the City Council, shall 
appoint two members of said Commission 
who shall hold their office for one year, 
two ‘members who shall hold their office 
for two years, two members who shall hold 
their office for three years and two mem- 
bers who shall hold their office for four 
years. Thereafter on -the first Monday in 
May of each year or as soon thereafter as 
may be the Mayor, by and with the con- 
sent of the City Council, shall appoint two 
members of said Commission who shall 
hold their office for four years. The mem- 
bers of said Commission shall] not be en- 
titled to compensation for their services. 
The City Clerk shall be the clerk of said 
Commission and keep all records. Any va- 
cancy occurring on said Commission shall 
be filled for the unexpired term by the 
Mayor, by and with the consent of the 
City Council. 


Section VI. The engineer appointed by 
the Commission shall have such qualifiica- 
tion by technical training, experience or 
practice, as shall in the opinion of such 
Commission qualify him to cooperate with 
scientific, educational and civic organiza-

tions interested in air purification, and he 
shall receive such salary as shall be deter- 
mined by the City Council. 


Section VII. Duties of the Engineer. 


(a) To investigate all complaints of 
violations of this ordinance and to insti- 
tute necessary proceedings in case of viola- 
tions. . 


(b) To prepare and disseminate appro- 
priate educational and informative litera- 
ture to the public for the purpose of advis- 
ing them of the purposes and necessity for 
the smoke prevention and air pollution 
campaign. 


(ce) To promulgate and publish rules and 
regulations under which this ordinance will 
be administered providing in detail and 
with clarity the necessary information by 
which the public is to be guided. 


(a) To do any and all other acts which 
may be necessary for the successful prose- 
cution of the purposes of this ordinance and 


such other acts as may be specifically ¢ 


enumerated therein as is their duties. 


Section VIII. Any person aggrieved by 
any ruling rendered by any employee of 
the Commission shall have the right to 
a full-and complete hearing prior to actual 
and final decision. Such hearings shall 
afford the person or parties aggrieved with 
a full opportunity to present any evidence 
which he or they may desire to support his 
or their position to the Board of Appeals. 


Section IX. Board of Appeals. 


The Board of Appeals to be composed 
of at least three (3) members who will 
serve as a body to which appeals may 
be made from decisions of any Commission 
employees. The members of this Board 
shall serve for a period of one year with- 
out pay. They shall be members of the 
Commission. 


The Board of Appeals may prepare such 
rules and regulations as may be deemed 
necessary for them in the discharge of 
their duties. They shall decide appeals 
properly before them and shall either affirm, 
modify or overrule the decision of the 
Commission employee which they may be 
called upon to review. 


On all appeals taken to the Board, 
appropriate hearings shall be held after 
due notice thereof to the parties concerned. 
All pertinent papers in the files of the 
Commission shall be made available to the 
Board in each case. 


Section X. Ringlemann Chart. 


The standard by which the density of 
smoke is to be measured will be the Ringle- 
mann Chart, published by the United States 
Bureau of Mines. This chart appears as 
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follows: Use of the chart will be made by 
placing it at such a distance from the 
observer so that the squares appear as 
even shades or coloring, or when no white 
spaces between the lines are visible. Com- 
parison of the smoke under observation 
with the various shades of the chart will 
then indicate the density of the smoke. 
Observation distances shall not be less 
than 100 feet nor more than one-quarter 
mile from the smoke observed. 


Section XI. Penalties. 


Any person, firm or corporation found 
violating the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined, not to exceed $200.00 for 
each violation thereof and be subject to 
imprisonment for not to exceed 30 days. 
Offenses on separate days shall be deemed 
to be separate offenses for the purpose of 
this ordinance. Any abatement hereinbe- 
fore provided for shall be in addition to 
any penalties prescribed in this section. 


Section XII. Separability or Severability. 


If any section, paragraph clause or pro- 
vision of this ordinance shall be held ‘in- 
valid, the invalidity of such section, pxra- 
graph, clause or provision shall not affect 


- any other provisions of this ordinance. 


Section XIII. Ordinance No. 117 of the 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing is hereby 
repealed.

The Lansing Traffic Commission at its 
regular meeting Friday, February 1, 1952, 
passed a resolution recommending for City 
Council’s consideration, quote, “A recom- 
mended policy by the Lansing Traffic 
Commission for the acquisition and opera- 
tion of off-street parking lots in areas out- 
side the central business district,’ end 
quote. 


The time is at hand for the acquisition 
and operation of off-street parking lots in 
areas outside the Central Business District. 
The Lansing Traffic Commission recom- 
mends to the City Council for its approval 
the following policy. 


1. In all cases the merchants in any 
area should on their own initiative 
take steps to acquire and establish off- 
street parking facilities. 
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2. When any group of merchants has 
exhausted all possibilities-on their own 
they may appeal to the City for aid 
in setting up off-street parking facili- 
ties, 


3. When appeals are made for City aid, 
the Lansing Traffic Commission will 
make a thorough investigation to de- 
termine the need for off-street parking 
in the area; to determine what prop- 
erty is available; to .determine cost 
and/or lease possibilities; to determine 
if such property meets all minimum 
requirements; and to determine if a 
majority of the merchants are in favor 
of off-street parking in a particular 
area. After all determinations are 
made the Traffic Commission will make 
Sy recommendations to the City Coun- 
cil. ( 


4. Lots to be purchased or leased by the 
City for off-street parking must meet 
certain minimum requirements: 


Minimum size—45 ft. x 100 ft. 
Minimum capacity—-15 vehicles. 


Minimum number of businesses to 
be served—5. 


5. Lots to be operated by the City will be: 
Metered 
Graded and Blacktopped 
Supervised 
Policed. 


6. In all areas where the City will oper- 
ate off-street lots and parking is per- 
mitted on the street, parking meters 
will also be installed on the street. 
However, when present parking is in 
conflict with the laws of the State of 
Michigan, meters will not be installed 
until such parking is changed to con- 
form with the laws. 


7. The City shall have the right to 
establish rates and time limits on the 
lots and on the street, but will cooper- 
ate and try to conform with the wishes 
of the merchants in the area as much 
as possible. 


8. Where the City owns a lot outright 
all revenue will go to the City. Where 
a lot is leased a satisfactory lease 
arrangement will be worked out. 


9. The City will assume no responsibility 
for any damage to vehicles on City 


operated lots or for any other acts _ 


committed on City operated lots. 


16. All recommendations for acquisition 
or lease and all operational details 
will be handled by the Lansing Traffic 
Commission subject to approval by the 
City Council.

They have been brought to my attention 
by the Michigan Municipal League and a 
number of attorneys, representing the 
different cities. I think you understand 
that by this increase the City of Lansing 
would receive approximately $159,000 more 
per year from the gasoline tax refund than 
it would otherwise. 


Some cities are in dire need of this 
additional revenue, particularly Detroit and 
Ann Arbor, and the cases before the court 
would cut off this additional revenue until 
at least a vote of the people had been 
taken and certified. 


A meeting was called in Lansing on 
Februery 1, at which time there were about 
20 corporation counsel from the various 
cities, each of whom suggested that he 
would submit to his governing body the 
question of whether his city would join in 
the litigation in view of the revenue which 
might be lost. It was decided that Ann 
Arbor and Detroit, having similar addi- 
tional problems, would join, and that 
others might join as amicus curiae so 
that the positions of the several cities 
could be shown to the court. You will 
recall that the one action was brought by 
Haskell L. Nichols, one of the senators 
from Jackson, and the other by the C.I1.0. 


I shall be guided by your instructions as 
to whether I should join with the counsel 
of other cities on this brief.

The Lansing Traffic Commission at its 
regular meeting Friday, February 1, 1952, 
adopted resolutions recommending the fol- 
lowing additions to the program of metered 
on-street and off-street parking facilities: 
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E. Grand River Avenue—Off-Street— 
South side from Race Street to Factory 
Street, 


Preliminary surveys have been conducted 
and the owners of this property would 
be interested in negotiating a lease with 
the City for use of their property as a 
City-operated off-street parking lot. 


East Grand River Avenue—On-Street— 
In conjunction with the establishment 
of off-street parking it is planned to 
install five penny/one nickel type 
(BP/1N) parking meters on both sides 
of E. Grand River Avenue from Wash- 
ington Avenue to the NYC-C&O RR 
tracks. F 


N. Washington Avenue — On-Street — 
Both sides from Grand River Avenue to 
Maple Street. 5P/1N type parking me- 
ters for angle parking. 


Note: Other recommendations for off- 
street parking lots in this area 
will be made as soon as details 
are worked out. 


S. Washington Avenue — Off-Street — 
1100 Block. 


Preliminary inquiry has been made re- 
garding property in this area for An off- 
street parking lot but there is nothing 
that can be reported at this time. 


S. Washington Avenne—On-Street—1100 
and 1200 Blocks. 


It is planned to install 5P/1N type park- 
ing meters on both sides of the 1100 
block from Elm Street to South Street 
and on the west side of the 1200 block 
from-South Street to GTWRR. It is 
recommended that this installation be 
made as soon as weather and acquisition 


- of equipment permits. 


W. South Street—On-Street—North side 
from Washington Avenue to end of 
street. 5P/1N type parking meters for 
angle parking. 


W. Saginaw Street — On-Street — Both 
sides from Chicago Avenue/Butler Blvd. 
to Logan. 


It is planned to install 5P/1N type park- 
ing meters. It is recommended that this 
installation be made as soon as weather 
and acquisition of equipment permits. 


E, Michigan Avenue—Off-Street—512- 
518 E. Michigan Avenue (south side be- 
tween Cedar Street and Larch Street). 
It is recommended that a request be 
forwarded to the Board of Cemetery and 
Park Commissioners for use of this 
property as a City-operated parking lot 
under a lease arrangement. Operation 
to begin in May, 1952. 


E. Michigan Avenue—On-Street—Both 
sides, Cedar Street to Larch Street. 


FEBRUARY 11, 1952 


In conjunction with the opening of 
this lot it is planned to install 1 Penny/ 
1 Nickel (Central Business District type) 
parking meters for parallel parking in 
this block. This will permit the channel- 
ization of vehicles desiring to make 
left turns from E. Michigan Avenue 
at Cedar Street and Larch Street into 
left turn lanes with separate signal 
indications for these left turns, thereby 
eliminating present intersectional con- 
flicts and delays to through traffic on 
E. Michigan Avenue. This can only 
be done with parallel parking. 


E. Michigan Avenue—On-Street—Both 
sides, Larch Street to Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and south side from Pennsylvania 
Avenue to Jones Street. 


It is planned to install 5P/1N type 
parking meters for parallel parking in 
this area. Sec. 675 (c) of the State of 
Michigan Vehicle Code reads as follows: 
“Local authorities may by ordinance 
permit angle parking on any roadway, 
except that angle parking shall not be 
permitted on any state trunkline high- 
way.” This is a state law. This part 
of E, Michigan Avenue is state highway 
M-43. , 


The Traffic Commission, in view of ex- 
perience in other parts of the City, 
firmly believes that the installation of 
parking meters for parallel parking 
will drive out the “‘chiselers’ who park 
in this area for hours or all day and 
pay no attention to present “one hour” 
parking signs, This, of course, will 
make ample space ayailable and provide 
for orderly and regulated parking. When 
and if the demand for more parking 
than is provided arises, steps will be 
taken to provide off-street parking in 
areas not included in this recommenda- 
tion. 


It will also reduce congestion and allow 
for the installation of a divider island 
for the safety and protection of pedes- 
trians and motorists—something that is 
acutely needed on E. Michigan Avenue. 
May 1, 1952, is the recommended effect- 
ive date. 


E, & W. Michigan Avenue—Both sides, 
Cedar Street to Washington Avenue, 
and north side, W. Michigan Avenue 
from Washington Avenue to Capitol 
Avenue. 


The Traffic Commission also recommend- 
ed, in view of the above, that the present 
angle parking be changed to parallel 
parking. 


City Parking Lot No. 3 on E. Michigan 
Avenue and Depot Street does not. now 
Operate to capacity except on’ Monday 
afternoons and nights, Friday after- 
noons, and Saturday mornings. Space 
on the street is also available other 
than these times. It is felt that pro- 
vision can be made on property adjacent 
to Nc, 3 lot to handle the additional 
demand for parking on these three days. 
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From a safety standpoint, angle parking 
should be changed to parallel. There are 
two definite accident potentialities that 
should be eliminated. One is the ex- 
treme danger to PEDESTRIANS cross- 
ing: E. Michigan Avenue in the 400 
block. When pedestrians cross here at 
designated crosswalks and have to wait 
in the center of the street for vehicles 
to pass, they are at the mercy of the 
vehicle operators. This is a warning 
that some day one or more of these 
pedestrians will be killed or injured in 
this area if they are not afforded some 
protection in the center of the street. 
The other is the danger of head-on 
collisions that can be caused by present 
parking, Michigan Avenue definitely 
should have a divider strip for pedes- 
ier and motorist safety and protec- 
10n. 


E. Michigan Avenue—Off-Street—2000 
Block. 


It is strongly recommended that the 
City proceed as soon as conditions per- 
mit with the construction of the alley 
proposed on the south side from Clemens 
to Fairview. Pending legal proceedings 
on the north side should also be pushed 
for decision. 


As you know, it is planned to incorpor- 
ate parking space adjacent to these 
alleys. 


This area is also on M-43, but we will 
not request parallel parking in compli- 
ance with State Law until the alleys 
are completed. 


E. Michigan Avenue—On-Street—1900 
and 2000 Blocks (Regent to Fairview). 
It is planned to install 5P/1N type park- 
ing meters in these blocks for parallel 
parking when the alleys are completed. 


W. Saginaw Street—1400 Block. 


The Traffic Commission wants definite 
assurance that adjoining property will 
be available for City use before making 
any recommendations for acquisition of 
proposed lot in this area. Proposed lot 
does not meet recommended minimum 
width. 


It should also be pointed out that due 


to the expense of acquiring and oper- . 


ating these lots it is doubtful if the 
City will ever break even in this par- 
ticular operation. However, the com- 
mission will proceed when the above- 
mentioned assurance is presented in 
writing. 


S. Grand Avenue—200 Block. 

The Traffic Commission is of the opinion 
that the lease with the operator of the 
present parking lot on City-owned prop- 
erty should be renegotiated. The present 
lease calls for $200.00 per month rental. 
Maximum capacity is 160 vehicles. 
Average use would run about 100 vehi- 
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cles per day. Rates are 4 hours 25c, all 
day 35c, $6.00 per month. 33 1/8 vehi- 
cles at $6.00 per month pay the rent. 
The Commission recommends that the 
Mayor and City Council renegotiate this 
lease and set $500.00 as the monthly 
rental to assure a reasonable rate of 
return on the investment the City has 
made in this property.

ORDINANCES 


. The following Ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read a 
first and second time by its title, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend the title and 
Sections 2, 3, 5, 6, 9, 10, and 12 of Ordi- 
nance No. 130 entitled, “An ordinance 
relating to traffic and regulating the use 
of public streets and highways of the City 
of Lansing; providing for the installation, 
regulation and control of the use of park- 
ing meters and parking meter zones; de- 
fining parking meter zones, providing for 
enforcement and penalty for violation 
thereof; and providing that invalidity of 
part shail not affect the validity of re- 
mainder.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The title and Sections 2, 3, 5, 
6, 9, 10, and 12 of Ordinance No. 180 en- 
titled, “An ordinance relating to traffic 
and regulating the use of public streets and 
highways of the City of Lansing; provid- 
ing for the installation, regulation and 
control of the use of parking meters and 
parking meter zones; defining parking 
meter zones ; providing for enforcement and 
penalty for violation thereof; and provid- 
ing that invalidity of part shall not affect 
the validity of remainder,” are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


TITLE 


An Ordinance relating to traffic and rezu- 
lating the use of public streets, alleys, 
highways and public parking lots owned, 
leased or managed by the City of Lansing ; 
providing for the installation, regulation 
and control of the use of parking meters 
and parking meter zones; defining parking 
meter zones; providing for enforcement 
and penalty for violation thereof; and pro- 
viding that invalidity of part shall not 
affect the validity of remainder. 


Section 2. That the following described 
streets, alleys and parking lots in the City 
of Lansing are hereby designated and 
established as parking meter zones; to-wit: 
All of those streets, alleys and parts of 
streets upon which limited parking is now 
permitted under authority and by virtue of 
all limited parking ordinances now effective, 
and the parking limits and restrictions 
therein provided are hereby incorporated 
in this ordinance for all uses and purposes 
applicable to the conditions and terms 
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hereof ; also all public parking lots. owned, 
leased or managed for use by the public 
for parking purposes for a consideration 
or fee and properly designated as such by 
legible signs at one of the entrances there- 
to to clearly show such lot area or space 
to be under the ownership, lease or man- 
agement of the City of Lansing. 


Section 3. Meters installed at the curb 
or street marking lines shall be maintained 
in good workable condition and upon the 
curb shall be placed next to individual 
parking places, upon parking lots, areas 
or spaces they shall be placed ahead of cr 
to the left of parking places and so con- 
structed as to display a signal showing 
legal parking upon deposit therein of the 
proper coin, or coins, of the United States 
as indicated by instructions on said meter ; 
and for a period of time conforming to the 
parking limits of the City of Lansing, said 
signal to remain in evidence until expira- 
tion of said parking period so designated, 
at which time a dropping of signal or some 
other mechanical operation shall indicate 
expiration of said parking period. 


Section 6. When any vehicle shall be 
parked next to a parking meter the owner 
or operator of said vehicle shall park within 
the area designated by the curb or street 
marking lines or as shown upon the surface 
of parking lots or areas as indicated for 
parallel or diagonal parking and upon 
entering said parking space shall immedi- 
ately deposit in said meter a coin or coins 
of the United States for the maximum legal 
parking limit as shown on such meter head, 
It shall be unlawful for any person to fail 
or neglect to so deposit the proper coin, 
or coins, or to fail to park within said 
designated area. 


Said parking space may then be used by 
such vehicle during the legal parking limit 
provided by the ordinances of the City, 
and said vehicle shall be considered as 
unlawfully parked if it remains in said 
space beyond the legal parking limit and/or 
when said parking meter displays a signal 
showing such illegal parking. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
cause any vehicle operated by him to be 
unlawfully parked as set out in this sec- 
tion; provided, however, that proof of 
ownership as disclosed by the records of 
the Secretary of State of the State of 
Michigan shall be prima facie deemed to 
have been parked by the owner or one of 
the owners thereof. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to deposit or cause to be deposited 
in a parking meter any coin or coins for 
the purpose of extending the parking time 
beyond the maximum time fixed by the 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing. 


Section 9. It shall be the duty of traffic 
officers or other persons so instructed to 
take the parking meter number, the State 
vehicle license number and to issue a 
parking violation ticket and affix a copy 
thereof to the vehicle found parked in 
violation of the provisions of this ordinance.

Section 10. Any person, firm or corpor- 
ation who shall violate or permit or allow 
anyone to violate section five (5) or section 
six (6) of this Ordinance shall upon con- 
viction be fined not more than Five Dollars 
($5.00) and costs. 


Section 12, The fee required to be de- 
posited in said meter is hereby levied as a 
police regulation and inspection fee to cover 
the cost of providing parking spaces, park- 
ing lots, parking meters and installation 
and maintenance thereof; the cost of regu- 
lation and inspection, operation, contro] and 
use of the parking meter spaces and zones 
created herein; for the regulation and con- 
trol of traffic moving in and out of, and 
parking in, said parking spaces and zones 
so created, and for the cost of any result- 
ant traffic administration expense.

At the March, 1952, meeting of the Lan- 
sing Traffic Commission the matter of the 
effective enforcement time of on-street park- 
ing meters was discussed. As you know, the 
present effective enforcement time is from 
8:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. except Sundays and 
legal holidays. Since the new enforcement 
program was instituted February 1, 1952, 
by the Police Department there have heen 
many complaints about enforcement begin- 
ning at 8:00 A.M. However, the Police De- 
partment has no choice under the present 
regulations. 


Tt is the contention of the Police De- 
partment, in which the Traffic Commission 
concurs, that the demand for parking meter 
space does not become too heavy until 10:00 
A.M. There is also a problem in assigning 
police officers to enforce the present regula- 
tions due to the odd hours involved—10 
hours per day. It is felt that better and 
more efficient enforcement could be carried 
out from 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. (8 hours) 
when the demand for parking meter space 
is heavy. - 


Although there is considerable revenue 
derived from the parking meters, the Traffic 
Commission takes the position that the 
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parking meters are installed to provide a 
turnover in vehicles using parking meter 
space thereby providing — theoretically — 
eight parking spaces per meter per day. 
If the loss of revenue should enter into 
this proposed change it would undoubtedly 
be small due to stricter enforcement at the 
end of the enforcement period—say from 
4:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. 


These proposed new time limits from on- 
street parking meters—10:00 A.M. to 6:00 
P.M.—would apply to all parking meters in 
the central business district and to all areas 
outside the central business district in 
which parking meters are now installed 
or are proposed to be installed. This pro- 
posal would in NO WAY affect or apply 
bse present or proposed off-street parking 
lots. 


In the areas where parking meters are 
now installed it will be necessary, if this 
proposed change is approved, to change 
parking meter information plates and also 
the signs posted on the streets giving infor- 
mation of parking regulations. These signs 
will only be changed in the parking meter 
areas. New installations of parking meters 
and signs will, of course, conform to any 
change as approved.

We refer you to our communication of 
March 18, 1952, which was referred to 
the Lansing Transit Commission and the 
Transportation Committee of the City 
Council.

Regarding: Progress made in the abate- 
ment of air pollution in Lansing, Mich. 


Date: April 28, 1952. 


During October and November of 1961, 
Ordinance No, 267 was drafted by the 
Commission on Air Pollution and by me. 
This ordinance was presented to the City 
Attorney,..and passed by the Council on 
February 4, 1952. It was to become effec- 
tive in May, 1952. 


Subsequently, the time between the draft- 
ing and passing of the ordinance, would 
be lost unless some action could be taken. 
It was decided by the Commission that this 
period of time could be well utilized by 
having the appointed Air Pollution Engi- 
neer make contacts with the citizens who 
had made written complaints, with indus- 
tries, commercial establishments, and busi- 
ness places. The Engineer was to make his 
own program of investigation based upon 
the time he had available; he was to have 
freedom from interference; and he would 
make reports directly to the Commission. 
A program was outlined as follows: 


1. Make personal contacts with citizens 
who had complained. 


2. Make personal observations in areas 
of complaints, 


8. Make a physical collection of air pollu- 
tion in areas causing complaints. 


4. Contact plant executives in areas 
causing complaints, 


5. Give educational. advice, if requested, 
to plants causing air pollution: 


6. That the Air Pollution Engineer should 
be considered not to be in competition 
with existing combustion ‘engineers. 


7. The Engineer would attempt to direct 
the activities of plant management 
toward a cooperative attitude in abate- 
ment of air pollution before the ordi- 
nance became effective. 


8. That the Engineer would make per- 
sonal contacts with the greatest possi- 
ble number of plant executives. 


9. That the Engineer would ask coopera- 
tion from all railroads ‘leading into 
and out of the City to start abate- 
ment of air pollution. 


10. That in City-owned plants, if engin- 
eering advice from the Air Pollution 
Engineer would be requested, such ad- 
vice would be given to ¢he extent of 
the ability of the engineer, 
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Under Item QOne—Personal Contacts with 
Complaining Citizens 


Letters from complaining citizens were 


given to this department for investigation. 
All writers were interviewed and told that 
a new ordinance was being drafted; that 
air pollution could be stopped; that some 
amount of time was necessary for the 
passing of the ordinance and also for the 
abatement: of the pollution; all writers of 
complaints stated that a few more months 
wouldn’t make any difference, as long as 
the condition would actually be changed. 
These complaints were investigated during 
the month of December, 1951. 


Item Two—Personal Observations in Areas 
of Complaints 


In order that this department have 
physical evidence of air pollution in the 
areas of complaints, it was necessary to 
observe plants in the immediate vicinity. 
Ringelmann charts were used to verify 
the density of smoke and several plants 
were observed to be over the density 
allowed in the new ordinance. However, 
the complaints were not concerning soot 
or smoke, but they did complain about fly 
ash. AlJl observations were then rechecked 
for the fly ash contents in the areas con- 
cerned. 


Item Three—Physical Collections in Areas 
of Complaints 


Slides containing an adhesive were 
placed in and around the homes of the 
complaining citizens. During the period 
of time these collectors were collecting 
evidence, the wind velocities, wind direc- 
tions, and humidity conditions were ob- 
tained from the U.S. Bureau in East Lan- 
sing and were incorporated with the find- 
ings on the slides. This evidence was 
presented to the Commission and recom- 
mendations were made to contact the plant 
managements surrounding these areas. 


Item Four—Contact Plant Executives in 
Areas of Complaints 


The evidence collected was presented to 
the plant executives and their cooperation 
was asked by this department. The man- 
agement agreed the condition could be 
improved and it would be improved. Fur- 
ther, the management agreed to send to 
this department, copies of correspondence 
they had with their operating committees, 
their firemen engineers, and furnishers 
of equipment used on their power equip- 
ment. We have such correspondence on 
file. It is physical evidence that the atti- 
tude of plant management is that of co- 
operation with our policy of making Lan- 
sing 2 clean city. 


Item Five—Giving Eancaaensld Advice to 
Firemen Engineers 


In some of the smaller plants, the firing 
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is done by any of the men not busy at the 
time firing has to be done. In others, it 
is done by men who are not firemen, but 
do get to work at an earlier hour than does 
the regular fireman, janitor, or mainte- 
nance man. ‘These plants may have a 
mechanical method of firing, such as a 
stoker, or they fire by hand. Where hand 
firing was done, it was the policy of this 
department to have the owner, or plant 
manager, stand by and learn how the 
fuel should be handled; demonstrations 
were made, and it was agreed that the 
system would be given trial. In the plants 
where stoker fired equipment was used, 
plant managers were asked to contact their 
fuel suppliers and get their help in over- 
hauling the equipment, or to get the 
equipment in proper adjustment. This 
suggestion was followed by management 
and in several cases cut fuel consumption 
up to 30%. The fuel suppliers’ engineers 
have given splendid support to this pro- 
gram and have asked this department to 
eall them even though they are not the 
suppliers of fuel to a plant needing advice; 
this has not been done since it could be 


Item Six—That the Air Pollution Engineer 
Should be Considered not to be in Compe- 
tition with Existing Combustion Engineers 


There are a few instances where this 


‘department has been asked to recommend 


equipment, changes of fuel, or to outline 
a program for a plant which would meet 
the requirements of the new ordinance. It 
has been the policy of this department to 
avoid any advice, or to recommend any 
changes in firing eqquipment, or to indi- 
eate any firm, concern, or fuel suppliers 
by name. However, suggestions have been 
made to firms, or plants, that they might 
visit other plants in this vicinity to learn 
what has been done in situations similar 
to their own. No engineering firms have 
been recommended by this department, 
although that request has been made. 


Item Seven—The Engineer Would Attempt 
te Get Cooperation Before Ordinance Be- 
came Effective 


The Commission decided that plant execu- 
tives might be approached and asked to 
start a program for the abatement of air 
pollution in their plants. The plants that 
would be asked to do this were ones which 
evidence and observations indicated it might 
require several months before the condi- 
tions would be cleared up. This program 
was started and only one executive was 
belligerent to: this department and pointed 
out that the City was-showing no_ signs 
of interest in cleaning up the air pollution 
in Lansing. The City of Lansing is vitally 
interested in clearing up air pollution; you 
know it, and the public knows it; we can 
expect a few executives to rebel against 
the ordinance, but the fact remains, the 
policy of getting cooperation from plant 
management has shown results in the 
abatement of smoke from many of the 
stacks around the City.. 
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Item Ejight—The Engineer Would Make 
Personal Contacts with the Greatest Possi- 
ble Number of Plant Executives 


Sixty-eight plant executives have been 
contacted personally. One of these resented 
any interference in the operation of his 
plant. The balance asked that this de- 
partment return and check for progress 
made in changing equipment, overhauling 
equipment, installation of new equipment, 
or just to come around and give the fire- 
men engineers a little jolt now and then 
so they wouldn’t let down on the job. A 
friendly attitude and an assurance on 
our part that emergency break-downs of 
equipment would not cause management 
to be indicted has given more cooperation 
than any implication of heavy fines could 
have done. It was agreed, however, that 
the equipment would be repaired immedi- 
ately or within a reasonable length of 
time. Copies of correspondence from many 
plants show they have called in engineers 
to make necessary changes in firing equip- 
ment. Some plants have renovated equip- 
ment which has stood idle for six years; 
some have installed new equipment. 


Item Nine—Cooperation from the Railroads 
Leading Inte and Out of Lansing 


All lines of railroads have filed letters 
in this department which indicate their 
desire to cooperate in keeping air pollu- 
tion down in the City of Lansing. One rail- 
road has sent a man into this area on 
several occasions in answer to correspon- 
dence from this office concerning air pollu- 
tion in and around crossings and housing 
areas. Any complaints from this depart- 
ment concerning air pollution on the part 
of locomotives results in immediate reply 
from the violating railroad. An example 
of this may be found in the area on both 
sides of the N.Y.C. tracks and extending 
north from the Pennsylvania overhead to 
the roundhouse; whereas, two months ago 
complaints came into this office continu- 
ally, in the past period of time only three 
have been received. Another example is 
the housing area on . Saginaw Street 
adjacent to the Fisher Body Plant. Three 
complaints have been received from this 
area in one month. All of these complaints 
were investigated by the representative of 
the railroad in question. Ail members of 
the violating crews were admonished in 
my presence and severe reprimands were 
made by the representative. 


Item Ten—That in City-Owned Plants, this 
Department Would Advise if Asked 


In the water plant on Cedar, heavy 
smoke was observed numerous times. The 
chief of the plant was asked to abate 
the condition. By suggesting a slight 
change in firing proocedures, the condition 
was corrected; the suggestion came from 
one of the firemen and was given to the 
chief as having originated with the fire- 
man. Any fireman firing equipment for 
thirty years should know what to do, but 
sometimes he can’t get the idea across to

those ane should give the permission to 
make the changes necessary. This holds 
true with the school property firemen. 
It is also a fact that some men who are 
firing school equipment have to be re- 
trained and that is on the program at 
the present time. Upon request, this 
department will give any help it can to 
the operators of City-owned plants. This 
does not reflect a competitive attitude on 
the part of this department and any con- 
sulting engineering firm. 


Conclusion 


It has not been the policy of this de 
partment to seek publicity. We have felt 
the problem of air pollution could be 
solved in an orderly manner following the 
lines of educating the operators to regard 
the civic pride of the community and their 
own pride in being a part of a progressive 
community, and to consider this depart- 
ment as a cooperative unit in the admini- 
stration of public welfare rather than a 
department established to enforce the ordi- 
nance, We have presented copies of the 
ordinance to those contacts made. We have 
made an effort to explain what our pro- 
gram is and how we are attempting to 
fulfill the obligations of civic office. We 
have tried to be diplomatic in all contacts. 
Needless to say, all people cannot, or will 
not, be satisfied regardless of what is 
being done. We cannot return to the days 
of a hundred years ago when the air was 
supposed to be fit to breathe; even the 
chronic complainers wouldn’t want that. 
We can give the people of this City a 
chance to breathe air a lot cleaner than 
it is now, and we can give the housewives 
a chance to hang out the laundry once in 
a while. To do this requires cooperation 
on the part of this Council: the admini- 
stration; the people; the industries; rail- 
roads; the educational, social, religious, 
and mercantile establishments; and the 
time in which to coordinate the efforts.

To the Honorable Members of the Council, 
City of Lansing 
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The recent publicity in the State Jour- 
nal concerning the money that is being ex- 
pended for the site of the proposd Vet- 
erans’ Memorial building, plus the state- 
ment of the amount of money on hand in 
the building fund; prompts your Board 
of Police and Fire Commissioners to bring 
before you at least one of the most impor- 
tant needs of Lansing before any further 
money is spent on the above project. 
Therefore the following resolution: 


Your City is no longer a small town, 
but has grown into a big City. The ac- 
comm<dst ons for your Police Department 
have not grown with it. Your jail has 
been condemned over and over again, and 
now because of the terrible conditions the 
State Department have limited us te four- 
teen prisoners at any one time, the over- 
flow must be sent to the County Jail at 
Mason, and on many occasions we have as 
many as thirty or more prisoners. The 
transportation of these prisoners back and 
forth between Mason and Lansing is not 
only an expensive procedure, but a dan- 
gerous one to our Police Personnel as well. 
This condition has been called to your at- 
tention for several years and we feel that 
the time has come to make a formal writ- 
ten request as a matter of record. 


We are suggesting a separate building 
away from the congestion of the City Hall.

Furthermore, it does not 
appear at the present time that the 
supply of controlled materials will be 
sufficient in either the fourth quarter 
of 1961 or the first quarter of 1952 
to permit allotments for street light- 
ing use. 


“Accordingly, it would be advisable 
for you to write to the Defense Elec- 
tric Power Administration after the 
first quarter of 1952 to determine the 
availability of materials for street 
lighting projects. Until that time your 
mee will be placed in the inactive 

le.”” 


We did place an order for 50,000 feet 
of boulevard lighting cable in February of 
this year on which delivery is promised for 
February, 1953. 


We are now attempting to get some 
aluminum cable to substitute for copper 
previously used and have hopes for de- 
livery of some of this aluminum cable. 


We have also tried to purchase some 
copper cable but have been unable to get 
any promise of delivery from suppliers, 
that would be helpful. 


The street widening jobs now under way 
will require practically all of the cable we 
now have in sight and a smal] amount 
must be kept on hand for necessary main- 
tenance. 


As soon as the necessary materials can 
be secured it is planned to install boulevard 
lights on those streets which have been 
ready for them for the longest time, but 
catching other streets near by that have 
curb and. gutter and blacktop installed so 
that crews will not be jumping to various 
parts of the city for small jobs. 


The estimated cost of the program is 
in excess of $200,000.

The Lansing Traffic Commission at its 
regular meeting Tuesday, June 3, 1952, 
discussed the request of Mr. Henry Reni- 
ger, owner of property and lessor to the 
City of Lansing, under a profit sharing 
arrangement, of City Parking Lot No. 3, 
located on the north side of the 400 block 
of E. Michigan Ave., for a flat monthly 
fee of $250.00. 


Mr. Robert Sanderson was present to 
explain the financial end of the operation 
since the lot was opened in November, 1949. 
He pointed out that so far under the 50/50 
revenue split arrangement, the City has 
not been able to break even on the opera- 
tion. He further pointed out that the City 
pays the taxes, on the property involved, 
out of the parking meter fees collected on 
the lot. Naturally, to increase Mr. Reni- 
ger’s share to the flat monthly fee re- 
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quested would amount to a _ subsidation 
of the operation from other parking meter 
revenues. 


Lot No. 3 is used to about 50%. capacity 
which accounts for the low revenue. The 
ery of lack of parking space for shoppers 
led to an experiment on the lot. The 
front 50 of the 116 parking meters were 
changed from all-day parking type to 
2 hours for 2 nickels for “Shoppers park- 
ing” with a 2-hour limit. Due to the fact 
that there is usually metered parking space 
available on the street in this area, the 
experiment turned out to be a dismal 
failure and certainly showed that in this 
area there is not the shortage of parking 
space claimed. Last week 29 of these 50 
2-hour meters were changed back to the 
all-day type. 


This lot serves a definite, although small, 
need for parking. The Commission realizes 
this but does not want to operate the lot 
at a loss, 


In an effort to get this matter settled 
one way or another, the Commission adopt- 
ed a resolution that the present contract 
be continued with steps to be taken to 
increase the use of this lot so that the 
City will at least break even on the opera- 
tion and Mr. Reniger’s share of the reve- 
nue will be higher. 


It also moved to submit this problem 
to the Council with the hope that a satis- 
factory solution to all concerned can be 
worked out.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for 
all hourly and weekly city employees who 
are not under the jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
or their representative shall have the right 
and privilege of appearing before the De- 
partment Head, the Labor Relations Com- 
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mittee of the City Council or the City 
Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feeling 
himself aggrieved shall personally report 
said grievance to the Foreman ard if, after 
a reasonable time the employee feelg that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he may go directly to the Depart- 
ment Head, and if, after a reasonable time 
the employee feels that the Department 
Head has ignored his grievance or the same 
has not been settled satisfactorily to him, 
he may go directly to the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council, and if, after 
a reasonable length of time the employee 
feels that the Labor Relations Committee 
of the City Council has ignored his griev- 
ance or the same has not been settled satis- 
factorily to him, he may go to the City 
Council as a whole. 


3. HOURS: Forty hours shall consti- 
tute a work week and eight hours a work 
day for which the regular hourly rate 
shall be paid and time and one-half there- 
after shall be paid to hourly employees. 
Cost of living bonus shall be considered as 
a part of base pay for figuring overtime. 
All employees who work four or more 
hours between 7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. 
shall receive 5 cents per hour premium for 
each hour up to eight (8) hours worked 
in that shift. The premium of 5 cents per 
hour is to be added to the total wages and 
does not increase the pay rate and is not 
construed to apply to an overtime rate. 
All hourly and weekly employees shall be 
paid on the basis of an 8 hour day for the 
following legal holidays: New Year’s Day, 
Decoration Day, July 4th, Labor Day, 
Armistice Day, Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas and any other legal holiday that the 
City Hall employees observe. If an em- 
ployee is required to work by his super- 
visor on a holiday he shall be paid at the 
rate of double time for such hours and 
double time shall be paid for all Sundays 
that the employee works (except when 
Sunday is part of the employee’s regular 
work week) providing the employee has 
not lost time during the pay week thru 
no fault of his own. (Pay week is Thurs- 
day-Wednesday, Incl.). In no event shall 
any employee be paid more than double 
time. 


4, SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who are inducted into the Armed Forces 
of the United States shall be given a leave 
of absence from their positions, and upon 
their Honorable Discharge and if physic- 
ally fit to perform the duties of the posi- 
tion which they held upon entering the 
service, shall be reinstated to such position 
or one comparable to it without loss of 
seniority rights, provided, that applica- 
tion be made within 90 days after such 
discharge. 


(b) That any regular employee who ob- 
tains a written leave of absence from his 
department head with City Council approv- 
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al shall retain his seniority on his return 
to city employment, provided the employee 
has not accepted employment elsewhere 
during said leave of absence. Said leave 
of absence not to exceed 30 days. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during the time off, not to exceed 
two years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immediate- 
ly forfeit all seniority right. Any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the City and who is not re-employed by 
the City within one year, shall forfeit 
all accumulated seniority. 


(f) Employees shall have the preference 
of jobs when qualified in order of senior- 
ity, qualifications to be determined by the 
foreman and department head. 


(z) A seniority register by departments 
shall be kept up to date and posted on 
the bulletin boards of the respective de- 
partments by the department head. 


(h) Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had prior to being laid off. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment shall provide a bulletin board for 
the exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person requested 
to report for work with no work available 
shall receive a minimum of two hours of, 
“hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7 SICK LEAVES: Employees with 6 
months service or less-—no sick leave; em~- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $26.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $26.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $26.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $26.00 per week after first 
week per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to 
exceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 4 years plus sick 
leave for current year. Maximum in any 
case not to exceed 13 weeks. ‘ 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
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certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from first 
day of disability, except Garbage employ- 
ees only shall be paid at the same rate 
allowed by the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act from the time of injury until released 
by the Doctor. 

No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. WAGES AND HOURS: All questions 
eoncerning wages and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with. the Salary and Ways and Means 
Committee of the City Council and it shall 
be the duty of the Salary and Ways and 


Means Committee to bring the question be- 


fore the City Council as a whole for final 
disposition. 


. A hearing date shall be established so 
that employees’ committees may meet with 
the Labor Relations Committee of the 
Council to discuss wages and hours for 
the fiscal year. Such hearing date shall 
be on or before the 2nd Thursday of Janu- 
ary of each calendar year, said Labor Re- 
Jations Committee of the Council shall 
also meet with the Employees’ Committee 
or their representatives on or about the 
ist Thursday in April to report results 
accomplished. ; 


9, VACATIONS: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive. vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 8 years service, inclusive, 
shall be given one week vacation with pay 
annually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 3 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be predi- 
eated upon one day of vacation for each 
180 hours employed, but not to exceed two 
40-hour weeks, and they shall be paid dur- 
ing said vacation period on the basis of 
the normal work week for the job or class 
of work on which they are regularly em- 
ployed and at the authorized rate of pay 
at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b). Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall: be predi- 
cated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks: per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of a 
five-day work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave for 
each 180 hours worked, the whole not to 
exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight

hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) Any employee, upon approval of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights 
to his vacation and continue to work, in- 
stead, receiving therefor his regular pay 
in addition to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
ealendar year 1952 the accrual of time em- 
ployee shall begin on May 1, 1951. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of 
each Department Head to schedule vaca- 
tions over as wide a period as possible in 
caer to eliminate the necessity of extra 
elp. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations, together with any 
amendments, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin boards.

The following will confirm our recent 
meeting relative to bituminous resurfac- 
ing on certain stretches of trunkline high- 
ways in the City of Lansing: 


Larch Street, US-27, from Saginaw 
to Grand River; 


‘South Cedar, US-127, from Florence 
to Hamilton ; 


Saginaw Street, M-43, from Capitol 
to Sycamore, and from Butler to Logan. 


This work is to be done by the City of 
Lansing, using Michigan State Highway 
Department specifications, and will con- 
sist of binder where necessary for wedg- 
ing, and approximately 220 pounds per 
sqquare yard of bituminous ‘concrete. Since 
this type of work is considered construc- 
tion, the City and the State are to share 
the cost, fifty-fifty.

On So. Washington Avenue between 
the GTW RR tracks and Woodlawn Avenue 
we are confronted with a pedestrian prob- 
lem. 


In an effort to solve this problem, we 
simulated islands with paint 24 inches in 
width. This has had some effect in keeping 
a minimum of space between opposing 
traffic free for pedestrian refuge use when 
crossing the street. Unfortunately there 
are a few vehicle operators who fail to 
respect these painted islands. 


It is therefore recommended that the 
Public Service Department be given per- 
mission to construct a bituminous concrete 
island, not to exceed 24 inches in width 
nor 4 inches in height (preferably 2 inches 
in height) and to be rounded on the sides 
with a flat surface on top of at least 16 
inches. 


I will be glad to accompany the Streets 
and Sidewalks Committees on its investi- 
gation of this proposal.

E. Michigan Avenue—Alternate Parking 
Proposals: 


As requested Monday, June 9, 1952, the 
following recommendations for temporary 
relief of traffic congestion west of Larch 
Street and permanent relief east of Larch 
Street on E. Michigan Avenue are sub- 
mitted : 


1. Change angle parking to parallel 
parking on the north side of E. Michigan 
Avenue from 307 E. Michigan Avenue, 
Sears Roebuck & Co. crosswalk, to west 
end of the E, Michigan Avenue Bridge, 
to provide an additional lane for heavy 
westbound traffic. There is a need for 
additional storage space for vehicles ap- 
proaching Grand Avenue. The present 
third lane from the west end of the Michi- 
gan Avenue bridge to Grand Avenue is 
not adequate to meet the demand. Conse- 
quently, many times vehicles are backed 
up over the bridge and occasionally as far 
east as Cedar Street. This proposed parallel 
parking would be almost entirely on the 
bridge. 


2. Change angle parking to parallel 
parking on both sides of E. Michigan Ave- 
nue from Pennsylvania Avenue to Larch 
Street and also on the south side of Michi- 
gan Avenue from Pennsylvania, Avenue to 
Jones Street. Install 5 penny/1 nickel 
parking meters for 1-hour parking in this 
area. 


3. Restrict angle parking on the north 
side of E. Michigan Avenue from Larch 
Street west to 307 E. Michigan Avenue, 
Sears Roebuck & Co. crosswalk, and from 
Grand Avenue west to Capitol Avenue from 
7 A.M. to 9 A.M. daily except Sundays and 
legal holidays—All vehicles angle parked 
illegally between 7 A.M. and 9 A.M. would 


be towed away. All trucks to park paral-. 


lel on the north side during these hours. 
This would provide a safer, unobstructed 
run for the heavy inbound rush hour traffic. 
The south side of the avenue and the side 
streets would in most instances take care 
sd the demand for parking during these 
ours, 


4, Restrict angle parking on the south 
side of E. Michigan Avenue from Wash- 
ington Avenue east to Larch Street from 
4 P.M. to 6 P.M. daily except Sundays 
and legal holidays. All vehicles angle 
parked illegally between 4 P.M. and 6 
P.M. would be towed away. All trucks 
to park parallel on the south side during 
these hours. 
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This would eliminate the hazards which 
outbound evening rush hour traffic encoun- 
ters.

I would like to submit for your con- 
sideration some changes in the New Busi- 
ness License Ordinance No. 98, as amended 
‘in 1945. 


In the ordinance as it now stands the 
date of April Ist controls the computation 
of the license fee to be paid, the computa- 
tion of the refund of a part of the fee in 
case the firm goes out of business before 
being placed on the next succeeding assess- 
ment roll, and the placing of the firm on 
the next succeeding assessment roll. The 
changing of tax day from April Ist to 
January 1st some time ago makes the date 
of April 1st more or less obsolete because 
it conforms neither to our annual tax day 
nor the beginning of the city’s fiscal year. 


I am submitting herewith a copy of the 
ordinance as it now stands with some 
changes in controlling dates indicated in 


red. In my opinion, these changes would. 


clarify the procedure to be used and make 
more equitable the figuring of the license 
fee and refunds.

To eliminate this, they plan to put a 
fence along the west side of the driveway 
from the north end of the bridge to Olds 
Avenue to force crossing at the inter- 
section. In this connection, they have 
suggested that the City utilize property 
just east of Logan Street to provide a 
right turn lane from the north end of 
the bridge to Olds Avenue. 


This would alleviate a bad situation at 
the intersection of Logan Street and Olds 


- Avenue as it now operates. We provide 


two lanes for northbound traffic on Logan 
Street from one of which there is a rela- 
tively heavy left turn west into Olds 
Avenue, The other, or curb lane, is indi- 
cated by signs as a “RIGHT TURN LANE” 
and the traffic signal has a flashing red 
arrow allowing a right turn on: the red 
light when possible. However, to avoid 
being delayed at Olds Avenue by left 
turning traffic, through traffic uses the 
eurb or right turn lane, destroying the 
effect of the right turn lane during the 
red period on Logan Street. 


This seems to be an opportunity to 
improve the flow of northbound traffic on 
Logan Street at the intersection of Olds 
Avenue and it is strongly recommended 
that steps be taken to provide an additional 
lane for traffic desiring to turn right from 
Logan Street into Olds Avenue.

Gentlemen: 


Under the terms of an amendment 
adopted April 2, 1952, the Transit Com- 
mission of Lansing shall submit to the 
City Council a recommendation for an 
increase in transit fares any time the 
operating ratio of the transit company 
exceeds 90%. 


For the 8 month period ending July 31, 
1952, the operating ratio of the Inter-City 
Coach Line Company exceeded 94%, 


To insure uninterrupted service during 
the coming year and to enable the employ- 
ees of the company to meet the continually 
rising cost of living, the company has 
entered into a new contract with the union 
providing an increase in wage rates of 
-10¢c per hour plus improvements in work- 
ing conditions which are of additional 
cost. 
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This contract is effective as of Septem- 
ber 1, 1952 and will increase the already 
excessive operating ratio to at least 96%. 


It is the desire of the company to avoid 
any increase in the present transit fare 
inside the City of Lansing. To avoid this 
increase and still be in a position to meet 
the obligations imposed by the new labor 
contract, it is necessary for the company 
to apply at this time for a change in the 
school fare and also a transfer charge. 
These sources of revenue have been selected 
because of the relatively few riders that 
would be effected. 


Only eight tenths of one percent of the 
revenue passengers for the year to date 
availed themselves of the special school 
fare now in effect. During the same period 
15% of the total passengers used transfers. 


It is conservative to estimate that the 
use of transfers would be reduced to 
approximately 10% of the total passengers 
when a transfer charge is instituted. To 
conform to the intent of the amendment 
and to enable the company to meet its 
obligations to its employees, while at the 
same time maintaining a standard of 
service, it is necessary for us to request 
a charge of .05c for transfers and establish 
a fare of .10c for students of the grade 
school, Junior and High Schools. It 
should be understood that it is our desire 
that this school fare be effective at all 
times and not confined to certain hours 
or days as is the case with the present 
school pass. 


The requested transfer charge seems’ to 
us to be entirely justifiable because of the 
fact that it effects such a small percentage 
of our passengers and only the long riders. 
With this transfer charge a passenger using 
tokens can take the longest ride within 
the city limits for only 1.lc more than the 
cash passenger riding a short distance. 


Only slightly half of our revenue passen- 
gers are availing themselves of the token 
fare at this time which is further indica- 
tion of the few who would be effected by 
the transfer charge. 


It is our intention that this be considered 
as our application for these two changes 
in the fare structure and inasmuch as the 
effective date of our new agreement with 
the union is September 1, 1952, raising our 
costs nearly $1000.00 per week, we urgently 
request your immediate approval to take 
effect Sunday, September 14, 1952.

Gentlemen : 


The petition submitted to the Council 
from persons in the area of the intersection 
of Logan and St. Joseph Streets was 
investigated by Inspector Stragier and me 
on Thursday afternoon, September 18. 


We interviewed Mrs. Ruth Chapman who 
said she was the operator, and that she 
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had taken over the business from the 
licensee who had operated a pool room in 
conjunction with a restaurant business for 
the reason that she had some money in- 
vested in the business and wanted to pro- 
tect that interest. 


On our arrival there, in the middle of 
the afternoon, we found the only business 
operated was that of a small restaurant 
which had its entrance on Logan Street, 
that the pool tables were definitely closed 
and a portion of the building, formerly 
used as a small dance space where a juke 
box apparently had been operating, like- 
wise closed. 


There is evidence that someone desires 
to operate the latter portion of the building 
as a clothing store as some fixtures were 
already placed there. : 


Mrs. Chapman said that since the dance 
space and pool room had been closed her 
business had completely collapsed and she 
would certainly have to close the restau- 
rant, surrender her lease and move out 
without further delay. 


There is a take-out licensee in the con- 
tiguous building to the west where un- 
doubtedly people buy liquor, and Mrs. 
Chapman does not deny that, perhaps, 
bottles are found between the curb and 
sidewalk, but she could hardly be said to 
have any control over that situation. 


As to the further complaints of the peti- 
tioners, it may be true that there is pro- 
fanity, originating with people about the 
building and loiterers, even indecent ex- 
Posure upon occasions, but we find no 
violation of any law which would justify 
closing of the restaurant business which 
was the only one in operation, except that 
there may be some persons renting rooms 
on the second floor of the building.

From 300 feet south of Michigan Avenue 
to Michigan Avenue, east side—No stand- 
ing or parking any time. 


From Michigan Avenue to Ist alley 100 
blk. N. Larch Street, east side—No stand- 
ing or parking any time. 


From 1st alley 100 blk. N. Larch Street to 
304 feet south of Shiawassee, east side— 
No standing or parking 7-9 AM & 3-6 PM. 


From 304 feet south of Shiawassee to Shia- 
wassee, east side—No standing or park- 
ing any time. 


From Shiawassee to 225 feet north of Shia- 
wassee, east side—No standing or park- 
ing any time. 


From 225 feet north of Shiawassee to 
opposite Erie Street, east side—No stand- 
ing or parking 7-9 AM & 3-6 PM. 


From opposite Erie Street to Saginaw 
Street, east side—No standing or park- 
ing any time. 


From Grand River Avenue to opposite Bea- 
ver Street, C & O R.R., east side—No 
standing or parking 7-9 AM & 3-6 PM. 


Larch Street—West Side—South-Bound: 


From North Street to Grand River Avenue, 
west side—No standing or perking 17-9 
AM & 3-6 PM. 


From Saginaw Street to Erie Street, west 
side—No standing or parking any time. 


From Erie Street to 225 feet north of 
Shiawassee Street, west side—No stand- 
ing or parking 7-9 AM & 3-6 PM. 


From 225 feet north of Shiawassee to 
Shiawassee, west side—No standing or 
parking any time. 


From Shiawassee Street to Anderson Street, 
west side—No standing or parking 7-9 
AM & 3-6 PM. 


From Anderson Street to Michigan Avenue, 


west side,—No standing or parking any’ 


time. 
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From Michigan Avenue to Park Place, west 
side—No standing or parking 7 AM~7 
PM. 


Note: On August 25, 1952, Page 520, Coun- 
cil Proceedings, City Council voted 
to concur in the recommendation that 
parking be prohibited on both sides 
of N. Larch Street from 7-9 AM & 
3-6 PM from Saginaw Street to Grand 
River Avenue. 


You will note that we state MINIMUM 
requirements for the prohibition of parking 
on Larch Street. Actually, according to 
our survey of this street, parking should 
be prohibited from 7 AM to 7 PM. 


In order to make full use of the street 
on the approach to signalized intersections 
it is necessary to prohibit parking from 
250 to 300 feet from the intersection. This 
also is a minimum requirement. 


We wish to point out that these recom- 
mendations are made from the results of 
a volume and parking survey which was 
recently completed by the Traffic Commis- 
sion. This is a survey that was planned 
a year ago. The opening of South Cedar 
Bridge has further aggravagated congested 
conditions on this street.

Ingham County, Michigan 
Gentlemen: 


The. Inter-City Coach Line Company, a 
Michigan Corporation, and a common car- 
rier of passengers for hire within the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, heretofore filed a 
petition for adjustment of fares. That 
petition was referred to this Commission 
by your honorable body, in accordance with 
the amendment to the charter of the City 
of Lansing, creating 2a Transit Commission, 
and adopted by the voters of the City. of 
Lansing on April 2, 1951. 


OCTOBER 7, 1952 
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The Company requests that it be per- 
mitted to charge a five cent transfer fare, 
and to adjujst student fares to ten cents, 
good at any hour of the day or night. 


Last Monday night the Transit Com- 
mission concurred in the request of the 
Company for the adjustments asked for 
by it. As a member of the City Transit 
Commission, I cannot concur with the 
majority report of the Commission. 


In its application dated September 38, 
1952, the Company gave as one of its 
reasons for seeking the increase that it 
had entered into a new contract with the 
Union providing an increase in wage rates, 
and said that the Company costs were 
raised nearly $1,000.00 per week. How- 
ever, under date of September 30, the 
Company furnished figures which showed 
that its increased labor costs were slightly 
less than $2,000.00 per month. 


The Company also submitted as of that 
date other figures to show that the in- 
ereases are necessary in order to enable 
the Company to maintain a ratio of total 
operating expenses to gross operating reve- 
nues of not more than ninety per cent. 
This is the ratio which was set up in the 
charter amendment above referred to. The 
Company projected its operating statemerit 
to the twelve months ending November 30, 
1952, which is the date of the end of its 
fiscal year. The last two months of this 
period included the increased revenues from 
the transfer and student fares which it 
requested. 


I used the figures submitted by the Com- 
pany, but I based my figures upon the 
situation as it would have been had the 
proposed transfer and student fare in- 
creases been in effect for the entire twelve 
months’ period. Based upon the Company’s 
own figures, its gross revenue would have 
been increased approximately $60,000..00 for 
the five cent transfer fare, and approxi- 
mately $13,000.00 for the increase in stu- 
dent fare. 


T also included in expenses the increased 
labor costs for the twelve months’ period. 
On the basis of the Company’s figures and 
my own projection, this would mean that 
if the increases had been in effect for the 
entire period, and the additional labor paid 
for that period, the Company would show 
a net profit of approximately $134,000.00 
prior to Federal income taxes, After 
Federal income taxes, the Company would 
have ja profit of about $64,000.00. 

I have not taken into consideration any 
Federal excess profits tax for the reason 
that from information submitted, I do not 
think the Company would have such tax. 


The outstanding capital stock of the 
Company according to Mr. Mears is about 
$56,000.00. The $64,000.00 would be more 
than one hundred per cent profit on its 
eapital stock. 


A part of the charter amendment referred 
to above says: It shall be the duty of 
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the Commission to. . . establish fair and 
reasonable rates for all public carriers 
operating within the city.’”’ I do not agree 
with the contention that the operating ratio 
of ninety per cent set up on the charter 
amendment is a mandatory provision. It is 
my belief that this Commission has author- 
ity to adjust fares so that they shall be 
“fair and reasonable.” 


It is my opinion that if the bus company 
is to be allowed to charge a transfer fare, 
it should not be more than three cents. This 
would result in a net profit after income 
taxes, and assuming the existence of such 
transfer fare for twelve months, of approxi- 
mately $46,000.00. 


I have had many calls from parents and 
students protesting any increase in stu- 
dent rates. 


I realize that for several years the Com- 
pany paid no dividends to its stockholders, 
and I am fully aware of the fact that 
stockholders expect and should have a 
return on their investment. We are in- 
formed that since the increase in fares 
was authorized by the Council, the Company 
paid a dividend to stockholders of $22,000.00. 


Even if the Transit Commission were 
bound by the ninety per cent formula in 
the charter amendment, the Commission’s 
action is subject to approval by a majority 
vote of the City Council. As stated above, 
I do not concur in the contention that 
the formula set up in the charter amend- 
ment is: a mandatory directive to the 
Transit Commission. 


In view of the situation as above set 
forth, I cannot concur in the report of 
the Transit Commission recommending the 
increase as asked for by the Inter-City 
Coach Line Company.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Sections 3 and 
4 of an ordinance entitled, “‘An ordinance 
relative to the licensing of those who 
intend to engage in and carry on the 
business of selling and exposing for sale, 
goods, wares and merchandise, and/or 
manufacturing within the City of Lansing.” 
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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 8 and 4 of the 
ordinance entitled, “‘An ordinance relative 
to the licensing of those who intend to 
engage in and carry on the business of 
selling and exposing for sale, goods, wares 
and merchandise, and/or manufacturing 
within the City of Lansing,” are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 3. Any person, firm, or cor-' 


poration desiring hereafter to engage in 
business in said City, shall make and file 
with the Assessor of said City, on blanks 
to be furnished by said Assessor, a state- 
ment (in duplicate) setting forth the 
character and location of the business in 
which they desire to engage; the amount 
and value of goods, equipment and other 
personal property as mentioned in Section 
one of this ordinance, which are to be 
used and employed by them in carrying 
on such business; and the date on which: 
they propose to begin carrying. on such 
business, which statement shall be made 
under oath. 


The Assessor shall thereupon examine 
such goods, etc., and in the same manner 
as annual assessments are made for general 
taxes, he shall estimate the amount that 
such general taxes (July and December 
taxes, combined) would be, on a cash 
valuation of said goods, equipment,~ etc., 
at the tax rates last used in said City for 
said taxes, for the time from the begin- 
ning of such business up to the first day 
of MAY OF THE FOLLOWING CALEN- 
DAR YEAR, which shall be computed by 
months; provided, however, that a major 
part of the month shall be construed and 
charged for as a full month, 


The Assessor shall, at once, file. the 
application and statement, as well as his 
findings and estimates, with the Clerk of 
the City, together with a recommendation 
of the amount of license fee to be charged, 
which amount shall be based on, and com- 
parable with, the amount of taxes paid by 
competing businesses for the same period 
of time on like valuations. 


At the next regular meeting of the - 


Council, or at a special meeting called for 
the purpose, the said Clerk shall present 
the same to the said Council, and said 
Council shall thereupon fix and determine 
by resolution the amount of license fee to 
be paid by such applicant upon the pay- 
ment of the sum so fixed by said Council; 
provided, however, that the said Council 
may, if deemed advisable, hold a hearing 
on the subject, after giving the applicant 
notice of the time and place of such hearing. 


Section 4, Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, having paid the license fee as pro- 
vided in Section three of this ordinance, 
and having discontinued to do business and 
having removed all their goods, fixtures, 
equipment, ete., out of the City of Lansing, 
prior to the first day of JANUARY of any 
year, may receive a rebate from the City of 
such part of the license fee, as the number 
of full months from the cessation of busi- 
ness and removal of the property up to the 
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first of MAY OF THE FOLLOWING 
YEAR, compares to the total number of 
months for which the license was paid, 
and in all cases said Council shall, by 
resolution, direct the Mayor and Clerk of 
the City to.draw a warrant on the City 
Treasurer, in favor of such license, for 
any sum to be rebated; provided, however, 
that the amount to be.retained by the City 
shall in no case be less than 25% of the 
amount of such license fee so paid. 


If such person, firm, or corporation shall 
still be doing business on the first day of 
JANUARY following the payment of said 
license fee, then the Assessor shall place 
said person, firm, or corporation on the 
regular Assessment and Tax Roll of the 
City in the same manner as all other busi- 
nesses in the City are assessed.

HEARING ON PROPOSED CHANGE IN 
ZONING CLASSIFICATION 


October 27, 1952, at 7:30 o’clock being 
the time set as the time for holding a 


hearing on the proposed changes in the 
Classifications as provided for in the Zon- 
ing Ordinance, which was passed by the 
City Council on August 31, 1942, said 
Proposed amendment being as follows: 


That the property described as: 


The W. 150 ft. of the S. 132 ft. of 
the S. half of Lot 15, James Seymour 
Sub. be re-zoned from “B” One-Family 
Residence District to “G’ Business Dis- 
trict and that the E. 130 ft. of the W. 
280 ft. of the S. 1382 ft. of the S. half 
of Lot 15, James Seymour: Sub., be 
re-zoned from “B’ QOne-Family Resi- 
dence District to “J” Parking District, 
also that the S. 8214 ft. of the E. 50 ft. 
of the S. 132 ft. of the S. half of Lot 
15, James Seymour Sub., and all of 
Lots 1 and 2, Block 1, F. C. Taylor’s 
Re-Plat of Dell’s Subd., be re-zoned 
from “B’’ One-Family Residence Dis- 
trict to “J” Parking District; also 
that the N. 25% ft. of the E. 180 ft.

Mellins Addition, thence §S. 270 ft., 
thence E. 50 ft., thence N. 150 ft., 
thence W. 16 ft., thence N. 120 ft.,

be re-zoned from “H’’ Light Industrial 
District to ‘J’? Parking District. This 
property is located in the 1100 and 1200 
blocks of E. Saginaw Street. Deed 
restrictions prohibiting a loading dock 
on Saginaw Street, prohibiting retail 
sales use, and requiring a 20 ft. set- 
back are attached.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
October 27, 1952. 


To the Honorable Mayor and 
City Council, 


Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen: 


In connection with the enforcement of 
the Lansing Traffic Ordinance No. 300, it 
has recently come to my attention that 
certain traffic violation and parking tickets 
have been issued in situations where the 
ordinance does not prohibit the act charged 
as a violation. I am advised that ‘‘no 
parking’ signs have been placed on certain 
streets and areas without any authoriza- 
tion in the ordinance, and also that “one- 
way” street signs have been placed without 
any ordinance authorizing the same. Police 
officers have issued violation tickets based 
upon these signs, and fines have been paid 
at the Violations Bureau because the de- 
fendants did not know there was no ordi- 
nance provision covering such tickets. 
Obviously, these fines were unlawfully 
assessed, but it would be impossible, with- 
out additional clerical help, to check each 
and every ticket with the Ordinance, or 
at this time, to check our records to deter- 
mine the number and names of those who 
were unfawfully penalized. It is also 
obvious that it is the duty of the Court 
and our Violations Bureau to do every- 
thing possible to see that no more persons 
are unlawfully penalized. 


I therefore recommend that immediate 
steps be taken to avoid the ticketing of 
any persons for acts which are not in 
violation of the City ordinance or State law. 
If such tickets continue to come in, as 
heretofore, it will be necessary for our 
court to hire a qualified clerk to check each 
ticket, before it: is paid, to see whether 
there is an actual violation of the ordinance. 


I trust that this matter may have your 
immediate consideration.

Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any police 
officer at such intersection. ‘ 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word “Stop” and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible 
from a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

Memo to the Honorable Mayor and Council: 


The question is again presented as to 
whether present councilmen, whose terms 
are about to expire will continue to serve 
as members of the Board of Supervisors 
until April 1, 1953. 


The Constitution, Section 7 of Article 
VIII, provides: ‘“‘A Board of Supervisors 
consisting of one from each organized town- 
ship shall be established in each county 
with such powers as shall be prescribed 
by law. Cities shall have such representa- 
tion in the Boards of Supervisors of the 
counties in which they are situated as may 
be provided by law.” 


The statute, Sec. 5.2106 of the Michigan 
Statutes Annotated designated on a popu- 
lation basis the number of supervisors the 
several cities shall have. Sec. 5.353 provides 
for the compensation. 


The Charter, Sec. 102, provides, “On or 
before the first Monday of February in 
each year the City Council shall elect from 
their number such number of supervisors 
as the City of Lansing is entitled to by 
law. Such members so elected shall be 
members of the Board of Supervisors of 
Ingham County for one year from and after 
the first Monday in April next after their 
election * * *, In case of vacancy for any 
cause * * * such person so elected is not 
able to perform the duties of a supervisor 
the City Council shall then elect another 
member in his place * * *,” 


In such time as I have been able to 
give to the search of the law I am unable 
to find any case wherein the court has 
passed upon the specific question of whether 
one must retain his seat in the council 
to also retain his seat upon the Board of 
Supervisors, the statute being entirely silent 
we have but one thing to look to and that 
would seem to be the Charter which states 
as above set forth, “for one year from 
and after the first day in April next after 
his election.” 


I appreciate this is not the way this 
subject has been commonly treated by 
precedence in the Council. Back in 1936 
upon the defeat of an alderman-supervisor 
the remainder of the supervisor’s term was 
considered a vacancy and a successor ap- 
pointed to fill the unexpired term. 


It would seem contrary to reason that 
the retention of aldermanic office would 
not be necessary to retention as a super- 
visor but I must conclude that the charter 
stating such member of the Council shall 
serve until April 1 means what it says 
in the absence of any language to the 
contrary.
